emutted. The same xrain treated in 
proportion of a pound of hluectone

Where very smu'ty grain was 


issolved in water and sprinkled in 
ten bushels of wheat, the proportion of 
smutted wheat did not exceed fire 
per cent. Where one pound of bloe 
stone was uscd to five bushels, the 
grain was almost entirely free from 
smut. Very similar reaults were ob- 
tained iast year, both at Brandon and 
at Indian Head, and the importance of 
thia subject eannot be impressed too 
strongly om farmers. Many cases have 
occurred this year,to my knowledge, 
in Manitoba where the grain was so 
emutted as to be unsaleable, and 
where it isso easy to reuedy this 
trouble, it seems a pity that farners 
should neglect te take the reeeseary 
precautions. If the treatment of seed 
grain could be made general over the 
Province for several years, the disease 
might de almost eradicated.” 

After handling several millions of 
the 1891 and 1892 crops this Exchange 
enhesitatingly coneludes that the de 
preciation in valee of our erope from 
smot is very mach greater than from
